Beauford H. Jester, member of

The first flag to fly over Texas 


was that of Louis XIV. as a re- 
sult of LaSalle's Ill-fated expedi- 
tion which finally landed in Mata- 
gorda Bay in 1864. The French 
were followed in a. very few years 
by Spain, and in 1708 the Mission 
Alamo had been moved from the 
Rio Grande to San Antonio; and 
by 1718 missions had been estab- 
lished at Victoria, 
Nacogdoch'es. 


San Augustine and Goliad. Texas 
was longer under the flag of Spain 
than any other, from 1687 to 1814. 
It was during this time that Jean 
LaFlte, noted pirate, held 
sway 


with his crew on Galveston Island. 
Some Early History 


In 1824 
Mexico revolted from 
Spanish rule, and Texas and Coa- 
huila were united as a single ter- 
ritory. 
Moses Austin had estab- 


lished San Felipe de Austin, and 
the white colonization 
was well 


under way. 
In 1830, Stephen F. 


Austin went to Mexico City to ask 
for the separate state of Texas and 
was kept in prison for two years. 


In 1835 Texas revolted from Mex- 


ico, 
and from March 2, 1836 had 


its own flag, and its Independence 
was insured by the battle of San 
Jacinto on April 21, 1836, after the 
massacre of the Alamo on March 
6. 


From 1836 to 1845, Texas was an 


independent republic, recognized by 
many of the leading nations of 
Europe. 


In 1845, Texas became a state 


of the union and remained under 
that flag- until the outbreak of the 
civil war in 1861 when it joined the 
confederacy, returning to the union 
again in 1865. These facts were 
among those brought out by the 
speaker.

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Big New Idea of Greatness 


Seeping Through The Centuries 


Radical Teaching of Jesus Possesses More Power 


than All Schemes of Social Reform -r-Some 


Who Have Tried It. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS. 
Plenty of "new" ideas are being 
broadcast these days.. Few of them 
are really new', or great and work- 
able. 
One, however, which still 


seems new to most men's way of 
thinking, really came into the world 
with Jesus; and has been slowly 
seeping into the consciousness and 
practice of the race. 
This is the idea that true great- 
ness is derived, not from position or 
from power or from wealth, 
but 


from service to one's fellow men. Of 
Himself Jesus said, in dramatic re- 
versal of all existing standards of 
preeminence, that "The 
Son of 


Man came not to be ministered un- 
to, but to minister, and to give His 
life a ransom for many." 


How upsetting that notion is, and 
how completely contrary to prevail, 
ing practices, a moment's thought 
makes clear. It establishes a stand- 
dard that is diametrically opposed 
to the conceptions which humanity 
has held for all of the thousands 
of years that tha machinery of civ- 
ilization has been running. Diggers 
into the layered ruins of the ages 
report that all 
the outstanding 


monuments and tombs are of the 
rulers, the warriors and the con- 
querors. Like the pyramids, they 
are memorials o£ pride and place. 
Always honor has been done to the 
heavy-fisted and to 
the opulent. 


And that is still the way of 
the 
world. 


An Ambitious Mother's Blunder 
Even the best friends of Jesus 
have often dwelt under this same 
delusion, despite His clear and re- 
peated teaching. Our lesson inci- 
dent, which strikes compassion into 
the reader's heart for them is under- 
stood Master, portrays the mother 
of John and James, two of 
the 


members of the innerc ircle of the 
intimates of Jesus, coming to Him 
—plainly at the instigation of the 
sons themselves—to ask that they 
be given the chief places of honor 
in the new Kingdom which they 
expected Him shortly to establish. 
Their pride pleaded for preemin- 
ence, regardless of loyalty to their 
comrades. 
Than, as usual, ambi- 


tion was inconsiderate and ruthless. 


'Of 
course, they 
should have 
known better. 
As Jesus gently 


showed, their request was perfect- 
ly heathenish. 
It 
ran 
directly 
counter to all that He had been 
teaching his disciples. And it drove 
a wedge of jealousy and of disun- 
ion into that band of brothers; so 
that their Lord, 
standing in the 


very shadow of the cross, was con- 
fronted with a misnrable squabble 
in His official family. 
Perhaps there is a crumb of en- 


couragement here for the rest of 
us poor Christians, who so often 
forget ourselves, and misunderstand 
our religion, that we, too, contend 
for places of honor and for emi- 
nence above our fellows. 
In our 


Binning, we are in the company of 
James and John; who surely should 
have known better. Not until we 
reach the blessed realm where "His 
servants shall serve Him" shall we 
completely comprehend the Christ- 
like program of greatness only by 
ministry. 
The Misunderstood Man 


If Emerson was right in saying 
that "To be great is to be misun- 
derstood," then all of us partake of 
some measure of greatness. 
For 


everybody 
is 
misunderstood 
by 


som'ebody at one time or other. The 
weak wail about it; the strong ac- 
cept it as a condition of human life. 
And all may find fellowship with 
Jesus in this experience. He was 
misunderstood by even His nearest 
and dearest. That is why His sym- 
pathy for all others in like case is 
complete and comforting. 


Literature has no sublimer pic- 


ture of tragedy than this portrait 
of Jesus, during the closing days of 
His earthly 
mission, seeking to 
share with His closest friends the 
colossal ordeal that confronted Him. 
He was marching straight to Cal- 
vary, with unfaltering steps and 
unbowed head. 
All the ignominy 


of arrest and humiliation and gross 
personal indignities-, and of rejec- 
tion by all of His followers, lay 
clearly before Him, and near 
at 


hand. 


At least 
three times, by Mat- 
thew's record, He tried to tell His 
comrades about it 
and to secure 
their sympathy. Never was heart 
hungrier for human fellowship in a 
tragic time. He who was all com- 
passion could secure none 
from 


those to whom He most naturally 
turned. 
The disciples could 
not 


and would not 
understand 
the 


Master. They gave no heed to His 
heart-breaking 
confidences. 
He 


had to "tread the winepress alone." 
This was part of the price which 
Jesus paid for His Saviourhood. 


The New Law of Life 


No word of repreoach or bitter- 


ness came from the lips of this 
most misunderstand of all who have 
ever lived. 
Instead, 
He turned 


again, patiently and lovingly, to the 
long task of instructing His friends 
in the law of life in the Kingdom. 
Once more He set before them the | 
standards of true greatness. 
His 


way—their way:—the Christian way 
—was the very 
antithesis of the 


heathen, Gentile way of self-seek- 
ing and self-aggrandizement. "But 
it shall not be so among you: but 
whosoever will be great among you, 
let him be your minister. And who- 
soever will be chief among you, let 
him be your servant." 


Squarely behind these fundamen- 


tally new ideals of Jesus stood His 
own example, and His consistent 
teaching. There can be no mistak- 
ing His meaning. He meant the 
law of helpfulness, of sincere serv- 
ice, of ceaseless ministry, to be the 
law of life for all who should come 
after Him.

OKLAHOMA SHOW 


POPULATION DROP 


OKLAHOMA CITY, April 30.— 


(/P)—Eighty per cent of the muni- 
cipalities in Oklahoma that have 
turned in complete figures for the 
1930 census have showed a decrease 
in population.
